100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

By-law 122 


A By-law of the Greater Vancouver Re- 
gional District to Expropriate Real 
Property for Regional Parks Func- 
tion Enacted Pursuant to Sec. 791 
of the Municipal Act. 


WHEREAS by supplementary Letters 
Patent dated the 13th day of January 
1972, the functions of Regional Parks, 
pursuant to the Regional Parks Act, were 
added to the objects, powers, obligations, 
duties, limitations, and conditions of the 
Greater Vancouver Regional District: 

And whereas section 791 of the Munic- 
ipal Act, being chapter 255, Revised 
Statutes of British Columbia, 1960, as 
amended (the Municipal Act) provides 
that a Regional Board, by its servants, 
may enter upon, break up, take, or enter 
into possession of and use any real or 
personal property within the Regional 
District not publicly owned where neces 
sary or convenient for any of the pur- 
poses of the Regional District without 


the consent of the owners of the real or 
personal property but subject to Division 
(4) of Part XII of the said Act: 

And whereas the Regional Board of the 
Greater Vancouver Regional District has 
determined that it is necessary or con- 
venient for regional parks purposes to ex- 
propriate real property located within the 
Regional District as more particularly re- 
ferred to hereafter: 

Now, therefore, the Regional Board of 
the Greater Vancouver Regional District 
(the “Regional District”) in meeting as- 
sembled enacts as follows: 

1. For the purposes of the regional 
parks function and in connection with 
the acquisition or development of regional 
parks and regional trails, the real property 
hereinafter more particularly described is 
hereby expropriated and is taken and shall 
be used by the Regional District for the 
aforesaid purposes upon this by-law tak- 
ing effect, pursuant to the provisions of 
the Municipal Act. 

2. The real property hereby expropri- 
ated is situate in the Townsite of Langley 
in the Province of British Columbia and 
is better known and described as: All 
that portion of Lot C of the Townsite of 
Langley, Township 11, lying southwest 
of the Old Wagon Road and containing 
93 acres, more or less, as shown on 
Sketch 2835, save and except the west 33 
feet of said Lot C extending from the 
northerly boundary to the southerly 
boundary and adjoining the westerly 
boundary of said Lot C in the District of 
New Westminster as shown outlined in 
red on the plan annexed hereto as Sched- 
ule A.
